Suspended from the wall 
at the rear of the table around which the 
court will sit is draped an immense American 
flag, surmounted by an eagle of gilt. 

At the south end of the room a railing has 
been erected within .which are the desks for 
the court, Rear Admiral Schley and his coun- 
sel, and Judge Advocate pee, The fur- 
nishings are severely plain. 

Without the railing are long desks built 
especially for the use of the neWspaper men. 
These surtound three sides of the railing. 
About 800 folding chairs have been placed 
in position for spectators, 


Admission Only by Card. ‘ 

The space within the room is limited, and 
admission will be by card only. There is a 
tremendous demand for these blue cards, and 
the general public has been able to secure few 
of them. They have been distributed among 
friends of the naval officers, and all indica- 
tions point to a distinguished audience. 

So gteat has been the demand for admission 


of many newspapers for space for their rep- 
resentatives. It was the intention of some 
of the papers to have several representatives, 
including artists, but it was found necessary 
to restrict each paper to one seat In the hall. 

The members of the court will go to the 
yard tomorrow in plain clothing and thus 
relieve the commandant of the necessity of 
ordering an official salute. In the commo- 
dious retiring-room they will array them- 
selves In what is known as the naval dress 
uniform.

Edward Quinn, who is employed by Plumb- 
er Lynch, reported at the shop for work at 8 
o'clock yesterday morning, and sur- 
prised to see the shades of the windows still 
down.

Once Prospered as a Merchant. 


Nathan Perkins was born in Bridgewater, 
Mass., and came to Chicago during the ’60s. . 
He was a prosperous clothing merchant pre- 
vious to the fire of 1871, when he lost every- 
thing. Shortly after the fire his wife died. 
His two sons, F. C. and William, tried for 
years to induce their father to live with them, 
but he steadfastly refused their offers. 

F. C. Perkins is secretary of the Keating, 
Smyth and Southard Manufacturing com- 
pany. William Perkins is a telegraph oper- 
ator. Both contributed to the old man's 
support with money, which he hoarded. 

A letter written some years ago by F. C. 
Perkins to F. L, Langridge & Co. gives an 
idea of the old man’s eccentricity. The let- 
ter in part is as follows: | 

“My father says he wishes to sleep in the 
rear of your office and take his meals at a 
nearby restaurant. He tells me that he is 
doing janitor and office boy work for you. If 
his services are of any value ™ your firfm I 
wish you to pay him for the same. At the 
same time I do not wish him in any way to 
impose on you. He is not a subject for char- 
ity, as I am able and willing to provide a 
comfortable home for him, but he seems to 
prefer to live like an Indian. The rubbish he 
has stored on your premises is of no value, 
but it is what is keeping him in that neigh- 
borhoor. He is * cracked’ on the subje€t of 
supposed wealth in the way of various ' wild- 
cat’ mining stocks.”

KANSAS BANKER INDICTED 
_ ON EVIDENCE OF EXPERT. 


Government Agend Charges Vice Presi- 


Wichita, Kas., Sept. 
iam Martindale; Vice President of the de- 
funct First National Bank of Emporia, was 
indicted by the grand jury in the United 
States District Court in the report made 
today on eighteen separate counts. 

It is said that Martindale’s irregularities 
in this second ¢hargé amount to over $100,- 
E. P. Moxey, an expert accountant in the 
Department of Justice, has been at work on 
the books of the failed bank for the last 
sixty days, and his report to the grand jury 
charged a number of irregularities and the 
embezzlement of funds by Martindale. In 
his report it was alleged that on one occa- 
sion Martindale appropriated $6,000 to his 
personal use and §2,600 at another time, be- 
sides smaller amounts, which will aggre- 
gate over $100,000. 

At the time the bank failed, on Nov. 16, 
1898, Martindalé ‘was indicted on eighteen 
counts charging embezzlement of $100,000 
of the bank’s funds. Soon after C. 8. Cross, 
President of the bank, committed suicide by 
shooting himself. The first case is still pend- 
ing, but the last findings of the grand jury 
will, in all probability, hasten matters. A 
large number of witnesses were examined 
by the jury, among them all of the employés 


of the bank at the time it failed.

Wrecked Financial Institufien, Re- 


turns Bille, but Refuses to Announce 
These Invelved—Beliet Ig That Per- 
eons Connected with the Gotham 
Are Accused—Number In- 
volved Also Kept trom the Publte, 


New York, Sept. 11—{Special.J—One, at 
least, and perhaps three indictments against 
& person or persons connected with -the 
wrecked Seventh National Bank were hand- 
ed in by the federal grand jury today. Bench 
warrants were issued and will be served this 

The jury, which has devoted four sittings 
to the investigation of the affairs of the bank, 
whose failure on June 27 last created alarm 
in. the financial district, filed into the crim- 
nal branch of the United States District Court 
today at noon and handed up to Justice La- 
combe a number of tndictments. It can be 
stated with every reason of certainty that 
they include the ones mentioned above. 

On the application of Assistant United 
States District Attorney Baldwin, Justice 
Lacombe issued the bench warrants for ar- 
rest, and these are now in the hands of the 
Assistant District Atorney. 


Ave from Public. 
No amount of questioning brought forth 


any information that would give an idea { 


as fo the inen indicted. Even the attorneys 

ting men Iikely to be indicted could 
‘not tell definitely the exact number of Sev- 
enth National indictments handed up or the 
persons named in the instruments. 

It was stated by persons who had seen the 
indictments handed to Justice Lacombe that 
they were four.

Mountains in north Germany was dedicated recently. The edifice bears the characteristic 
featurés of thé oldest known types of original Teutonic invention in timber structures 
from the ages of heathenism.

NEW BATTLESHIP 
READY FOR A SPEED TRIAL. 


Retvizan, the Most Formidable War 
Vessel Built im America for a Foreign 


‘Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 11—The new Rus- 
sian battleship Retvizan, one of the most 
world, left 
Cramps’ shipyard this morning for its pre- 
liminary, or builders’, trial trip. 

The ship proceeded down the Delaware to 
the entrance to Delaware Bay, anchoring 
near the breakwater. After the compasses 
are adjusted the vessel will steam out to sea 
and the customary tests will be made to 
demonstrate its stability and seaworthiness, 
The contract calls for a speed of eighteen 
knots an hour during twelve hours’ contin- 
uous steaming, and the builders have no 
doubt that the Retvizan will exceed the re- 
quirements and prove the fastest battleship 
in. the world. 

‘An unusual feature of the trip will be the 
firing of all of the Retvizan’s guns while the 
vessel is at sea. Tlie ship carries a formida- 
ble battery, and the big guns are novel to 
American eyes, for the Russians manufac- 
ture all their own heavy ordnance at the Ob- 
rukoff works. 
| There are four twelve-inch and twenty 
}three-inch guns in the main battery, while 

the secondary group is made up of twenty 
forty-seven-millimeter Hotchkiss rapid fire 
cannon. 
. The design of the Retvizan is the most 
_ formidable ever drawn in the United States 
‘for a foreign nation. It combines many 
. features of armament which are a direct out- 
come of the lessons of the Spanish-American 
war. The hull is covered amidships with 
}armor plate nine inches in thickness, and 
the waterline is reinforced by the protective 
deck being. brought down to the edge of the 
' belt. plating. Higher up on the hull is a six- 
inch armor, tapering off to five inches in the 
vicinity of the ceritral battery guns. Except 
-at quite close range the upper hull armor, it 
ts argued, will keep out all projectiles. 

ag Retvizan is manned by a picked crew 
, but the guns will be directed 
and i fired by Russian crews. 

General Brynk of the Russian Ordnance 
department, with a corps of experts, will 
watch the Retvizan’s movement only so far 
as the armament is concerned. The officers
